Is tho law of animal economy that whenev- 
er tho regular administration of food and 
drink are withheld, there is a draft made on 
the reserved! blood-making deposits to sup- 
•ply tho exhaustion of tho muscular and ner- 
vous powers of tho system, and this spee3ily 
results in (the absorption, of tho cellular 
juices. It cannot, therefore, bo otherwise, 
when cattle'are shut up in cars in Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio or Kentucky, subject to a 
wearying, sickening motion, deprived of 
food and water, until they arrive at tho 
principal eastern markets. |but that n, «upply 
of soft, flabby, juicelcss beef should be tho 
result. 


Tho Now York legislature have just pass- 


ed an act, which provides that no railroad 
company in the State of New York, trans- 
porting cattle, sbeep or swine, shall confine 
tho same in cars for a longer period than 28 
hours without unloading far resting, water- 
ing and feeding for. at least ten consecutive 
hours 
In case the owner or person in 


charge refuses or neglects to pay for the caro 
and feed of the auimals, it is made tho duty 
of tho railroad company to comply with tho 
provisions of the act and to chatgo the ex- 
pense as a lien on the stock.
